Advance  registration  for  fall  begins  today 


Advance  registration  for  the 
1975  Summer  Session  and  Fall 
Semester  at  Purdue  University 
Calumet  Campus  will  be 
conducted  from  March  10 
through  April  4. 

Copies  of  the  summer  term  and 
fall  semester  schedules  may  be 
obtained  at  the  Registration 
Office  or  Admissions  Office  in  the 
Gyte  Building. 

Registrar  Lon  Lawson  urged 
current  students  and  prospective 
enrollees  to  take  advantage  of 
advance  enrollment  privileges  to 
assure  themselves  of  a  place  in 
class.  For  example,  some  classes 
for  the  summer  term  may  be 
filled  to  capacity  by  the  time 
regular  registration  is  held  June 
12,  he  cited. 

Another  advantage  of  advance 
registration  is  that  students  do 
not  have  to  pay  their  fees  at  the 
time  they  sign  up.  They  will  be 
billed  by  the  Bursar's  Office  later 
this  semester. 

Summer  term  classes  begin 


June  16  and  end  August  5  with 
some  160  undergraduate  and 
graduate  courses  scheduled.  The 
eight  week  session  offers 
students  from  all  colleges  and 
universities  the  opportunity  to 
add  electives  or  expand  a  regular 
course  of  study  and  have  the 
credits  transferred  to  their  home 
campuses. 

In  addition,  a  number  of  special 
interest  workshops  will  be 


offered  between  late  May  and 
early  August  for  teachers  and 
other  individuals  seeking 
graduate  credits  to  apply  toward 
advanced  degrees. 
Undergraduate  students  are 
eligible  to  enroll  in  some 
workshops  to  earn  credits  toward 
a  bachelor's  degree. 

Workshop  topics  include 
ecology  of  natural  areas 
featuring  field  trips  to  the 


Canadian  wilderness  or  the 
Pacific  islands  of  Baja, 
California;  creative  art  in 
elementaryschools;  behavior 
patterns  of  animals  and  birds; 
English  linguistics;  strategies  for 
teaching  exceptional  children 
with  mental  retardation  and 
learning  disabilities;  teaching 
high  school  composition;  art  of 


translation  of  French  or 
German;  the  American  Civil 
War;  and  human  sexuality  for 
educators. 

The  majority  of  summer 
classes  are  scheduled  for  late 
afternoon  or  evenings  to 
accommodate  persons  working 
during  the  day.  •

Right  to  life  workshop  set 


HEW  appoints  Morales 
to  national  advisory  post

On  March  17,  the  Lake  County 
Right  to  Life  Committee  will 
bring  to  Purdue  a  conference 
entitled  Abortion:  A  New  Ethic: 
The  conference  is  scheduled  from 
1:00  to  10:00  p.m. 

Included  will  be  three 
workshops  covering  three 
different  aspects  of  the  abortion 
question.  The  first  workshop  will 
explain  the  medical  impli¬ 
cations  of  abortion.  Two  films 
will  be  shown,  one  entitled, 
"The  First  Days  of  Life"  and  the 
other  will  be  on  suction  abortion. 
Dr.  Marcella  Meyers,  instructor 
of  sex  education  in  the  Chicago 
public  and  parochial  school 
system,  will  discuss  "other 
methods  of  abortion  and  the 
psychological  and  medical 


The  chances  that  Purdue 
Calumet  will  receive  the 
appropriations  requested  from 
the  state  legislature  are  very 
good,  according  to  acting 
Chancellor  Richard  J.  Combs. 

Combs  and  other 
representatives  of  Purdue 
University  presented  their  cases 
before  the  House  of 
Representatives  Ways  and 
Means  Committee  in 
Indianapolis  on  February  26. 

"Arthur  Hansen  (the  President 
of  Purdue  University)  did  a  fine 
job  of  presenting  the  budget," 
said  Combs,  "and  the  members 
of  the  budget  committee  seemed 
to  really  understand  our  needs." 

PUCC  is  seeking  a  $12.7  million 
appropriation  for  the  period  of 
1975-76.  Failure  to  receive  the 
money  would  likely  mean  an 
increase  in  student  tuition  fees. 

According  to  Combs,  the 
Budget  Bill  will  be  sent  from  the 
house  to  the  Senate  on  March  15 


consequences  of  abortion."  The 
subject  of  the  second  workshop 
will  be  "Alternatives  to 
Abortion."

Conrad 
Terrien,  pollution  control 
engineer  and  participant  at  the 
1974  Rome  Food  Conference,  will 
discuss  this  problem  at  a 
seminar,  "Pollution,  Hunger  and 
Over-Population  in  Relationship 
to  the  Abortion  Question." 

Tickets  will  be  $2.00  for  the 
general  public,  but  will  be  free 
for  Purdue  students.

Vern  Korlin,  Campus  Security 
Police  Chief,  has  urged  female 
students  to  be  wary  of  their 
wallets  and  purses  while  in  the 
SFLC  Library.  "There  have  been 
several  incidents,  said  Korlin, 
where  wallets  have  been  taken 
from  purses,  stripped  of  cash, 
and  discarded." 

Korlin  said  that  most  of  the 
wallets  have  been  recovered  but 
none  of  the  funds.

The  last  issue  of  the  Nexus

According  to  Ms.  Odelius,  she 
was  selected  for  her  job  at  PUCC 
because  of  her  background  in 
college  personnel;  to  work  with 
students  and  the  problems  they 
have  with  organizations  and 
administrations.  She  applies  the 
counseling  techniques  she  has 
learned  and  sometimes  the 
students  don't  always  agree  with 
her  techniques. 

When  asked  about  the 
Washington  dispute,  Ms.  Odelius 
said,  the  SAB  executive  council 
judged  some  of  its  members 
unproductive  and  did  not  want 
them  to  go  to  the  entertainment 
conference  in  Washington.  Ms. 
Odelius  was  aware  of  the  SAB 
preference  but  felt  the  final 
decision  was  up  to  her  and  she 
felt  "the  'unproductive'  members 
who  went  would  come  back  with

some  good  ideas  to  contribute  to 
the  function  of  SAB  because  they 
are  returning  next  year  and  can 
share  their  ideas." 

Ms.  Odelius  acts  on  behalf  of 
the  Chancellor  when  it  comes  to 
student  activities.  She  is  the  one 
who  decides  (1)  if  students  will  go 
to  conferences,  (2)  what 
conferences  they  will  attend  and 
(3)  what  students  will  attend. 
This  has  always  been  PUCC's 
policy. 

She  feels  she  is  here  to  help  the 
SAB,  they  come  up  with  the  ideas 
and  she  presents  facts  from  her 
knowledge  of  the  entertainment 
needs  of  students.  The  problems 
of  SAB  should  be  solved  between 
Ms.  Odelius,  SAB,  and  Dean 
Perkins  when  he  is  involved,  and 
not  the  students. 

Ms.  Odelius  feels  SAB  is  doing 
a  good  job;  they  should  be 
commended,  but  SAB  needs  to  do 
more  positive  things  to  bring 
their  activities  to  light.  "The 
students  want  to  know  what 
activities  SAB  is  planning  and 
what's  going  to  happen ;  what  the 
SAB  is  doing  for  them  as  students 
and  not  the  arguments  that  are 
going  on  with  me." 


Morales  attributed  his  ap¬ 
pointment  to  his  past  in¬ 
volvement  in  community  affairs. 
"I  am  interested  in  community 
problems  and  in  the  health  of 
minority  groups.  I  have  been 
involved  in  a  number  of  com¬ 
munity  activities  especially  those 
aimed  at  improving  the  con¬ 
ditions  of  blacks  and  browns," 
Morales  said. 

The  council  was  created  by 
federal  legislature  in  1972  as  a 
consultory  board  under  the 
National  Institute  of  Health.  Its 
task  is  to  make  recommendations 
concerning  pertinent  programs 
of  the  N.I.H.,  Morales  said. 

The  major  role  of  the  council  is 
to  review  and  recommend  grants 
for  research,  investigation, 
clinical  trials,  and  demon¬ 
strations  relating  to  the  causes, 
diagnosis,  prevention u  and 
treatment  of  diseases  of  the 
blood,  heart,  lungs,  and  blood 
vessels.  Last  year  these  grants, 
all  for  non-governmental 
projects,  totaled  more  than  $3 
million,  Morales  said. 

Another  important  respon¬ 
sibility  of  the  council  is  the 
survey  of  total  research  in  the 
field  and  recommendations  of 
action  to  stimulate  additional 
work  in  the  gap  areas,  he  said. 

The  council  meets  four  times  a 
year  in  Bethesda,  Md.  Morales 
said  that  he  has  already  received 
a  courier  delivered  portfolio  of 
grant  proposals  to  be  discussed  at 
the  March  meering.

In  October  Acting  Chancellor 
Richard  J.  Combs  appointed  a 
Study  Committee  to  look  into  the 
role  of  the  Center  in  the 
University  and  in  the  community 
and  to  make  recommendations 
concerning  the  Center's 
organization  and  activities. 

The  committee's  report  went 


before  the  Council  of  Faculty 
Delegates  on  March  3.  No  action 
was  taken  except  to  place  it  on 
next  month's  agenda,  but  that's  a 
good  beginning  according  to 
Dean  John  W.  Mybeck. 

"The  University  has  three 
major  roles,"  said  Mybeck,  "the 
dissemination  of  knowledge,  the 
acquiring  of  knowledge  through 
research,  and  to  serve  the 
community.  The  goal  of  the 
Center  is  to  fulfill  the  latter,  in 
harmony  with  the  two  former 
roles." 

Dean  Mybeck  added  that  the 
Center,  which  will  contain  the 
Continuing  Education  Program, 
will  be  able  to  serve  as  a  research 


Learn  to  cope 


Study  in  Strasbourg 


Every  year,  Purdue  University 
and  Indiana  University  co¬ 
sponsor  three  programs  for 
studying  abroad.  Each  university 
selects  from  its  main  campus  and 
regional  extensions  a  total  of 
twenty  students  to  study  for  an 
entire  year,  in  Hamburg, 
Germany;  Madrid,  Spain;  or 
Strasbourg,  France.  Three 
Purdue  Calumet  students- Debbie 
Cornell,  Helen  Benedict,  and 
Stacy  Lovin-have  been  selected 
to  study  in  Strasbourg,  beginning 
next  tall.  This  is  the  first  time  in 
the  history  of  the  program  that  a 
regional  campus  has  contributed 
participants. 

Each  student  successfully  met 
the  program  requirements:  (1) 
fifteen  hours  of  class  work  in  the 
language  by  the  time  of 
departure,  including  any  credit 
the  student  may  have  established 
by  placement  test  or 
examination;  (2)  an  overall  B 


average  (5.0  accumulated);  (3) 
satisfactory  performance  on  an 
exam  in  the  language  of  the  host 
country;  (4)  approval  by  the 
foreign  study  screening 
committee. 

Students  who  wish  to 
participate  in  the  program  must 
apply  in  the  fall  of  the  preceeding 
year.  Applications  for  study 
abroad  during  the  1976-77  school 
year  can  be  obtained  next  fall 
from  the  Department  of  Foreign

Communicating  more 
effectively  with  others  is  the  aim 
of  GS  150 — Personal  Growth  and 
Development,  to  be  offered  in  the 
Fall  at  PUCC. 

Dr.  Larry  Crawford,  of  the 
Counseling  Center,  points  out 
that  the  course  time  is 
incorrectly  listed  on  the  Fall 
Schedule.  GS  150  will  be  held 
Tuesday  evenings  from  5-9 
instead  of  MWRF  at  11  as  listed. 

"GS  150  is  not  a  traditional 
course.  It  involves  no  textbooks 
or  exams,"  Dr.  Crawford  said. 
The  counseling  staff  feels  that, 
"in  our  society,  it  has  become 
increasingly  more  difficult  to 
cope  with  various  situations  as 
they  arise  both  intrapersonally 
and  interpersonally."  One  must 
first  learn  how  to  communicate 
more  effectively. 

Personal  and  interpersonal 
learnings,  then,  constitute  the 
central  objectives  of  this 
experience-based  course.  The 
course  will  be  a  modified  "human 
relations  laboratory  approach" 
which  depends  upon  individual 
involvement  in  the  learning 
process  and  shared  responsibility 
for  exploring  feelings,  ideas,  and 


Crawford.  The  participants 
"research"  their  own  behavior 
and  they  "experiment"  with 
"new  and  hopefully  more 
growthful  or  goal-directed 
behavior." 

Dr.  Crawford  adds  that  "it  is 
also  a  laboratory  because  the 
setting  in  which  one  works  is 
artificial  rather  than  natural.. 
The  transferring  of  one's  new 
learning  to  the  outside  world  is 
one's  own  responsibility." 

GS  150  is  currently  under  the 
leadership  of  Mrs.  Walter 
Douglas,  doctoral  candidate  in 
guidance  at  Purdue  Lafayette 
and  counselor  at  Gary  Horace 
Mann  High  School. 

The  course  feedback, 
according  to  Ms.  Douglas,  is 
"very  positive."  The  participants 
range  in  age  from  17  to  40. 

Other  kinds  of  encounter 
groups  are  also  being  held. 
"Additional  groups  are  being 
planned  in  different  areas  also," 
according  to  Dr.  Crawford. 

For  example,  ED 
285 — Educational  Psychology, 
breaks  up  into  groups  once  a 
week  to  help  students  understand 
themselves  better  in  relation  to 
their  chosen  field,  i.e.,  teaching. 


base  for  faculty  programs  and 
also  community  and  local 
projects. 

Acting  Chancellor  Combs  said 
of  the  proposed  Center,  "We  hope 
it  will  be  the  mechanism  by 
which  the  University  can  better 
perform  the  public  service  part  of 
its  mission." 

He  noted  that  though  the  Center 
will  only  indirectly  affect 
students,  it  will  directly  affect 
faculty  in  getting  them  more 
involved  in  the  University 
community.  Students  will  take 
part  in  a  limited  way  but  the 
faculty  will  be  able  to  use  the 
Center  as  a  resource  in  a  direct 
research  manner. 

An  example  of  this  would  be  the 
Center  possibly  working  with  the 
Community  College  in  acquiring 
data  for  a  homemaker  aids 
program.  A  program  which 
would  provide  a  kind  of  baby¬ 
sitters  who  do  much  more  than 
baby-sit. 

The  Study  Committee's  report 
was  received  by  the  Chancellor 
on  Dec.  5.  The  report  included 
background  and  rationale  of  the 
Center,  goals  of  the  Center,  its 
objectives,  its  delivery  of 
services,  and  the  Committee's 
recommendations  for  the  Center. 

The  Study  Committee  consisted 
of:  CD. Clapp,  Head, 
Department  of  Behavioral 
Sciences,  J.E.  Forbes,  Professor 
ot  Mathematics,  J.M.  Furdek, 
Assistant  Professor  of  Industrial

Admission  is  free,  and 
refreshments  will  be  served. 

“The  purpose  of  the  event  is  to 
acquaint  prospective  graduate 
students  with  the  scope  of  our 
graduate  programs,  particularly 
in  those  academic  areas  in  which 
the  Master's  Degree  may  be 
earned  in  its  entirety  on  this 
campus,"  explained  Dr.  Edward 
P.  Keleher,  assistant  graduate 
representative  and  associate 
professor  of  history. 

Representatives  of  the 
Graduate  School  and  academic 
departments  offering  advanced 
level  courses  will  be  present  to 
answer  questions  about  working 
toward  an  advanced  degree  or 


acquiring  additional  graduate 
credit  through  evening  study. 

Also,  visitors  will  be  taken  on 
tours  of  the  library  to  observe  the 
reference  materials  available  to 
support  the  University's 
graduate  programs. 

More  than  1,250  graduate 
students  are  enrolled  this 
semester.  Most  of  them  are 
teachers  and  school 
administrators  concentrating  in 
such  areas  as  elementary 
education,  mathematics, 
English,  history,  guidance  and 
counseling,  political  science, 
modern  languages, 
communications,  educational 
media,  industrial  education  and 
educational  administration. 

In  addition,  a  number  of 
industrial  technicians  and 
engineers  are  pursuing  master  of 
science  degrees  in  industrial 
administration  of  engineering. 
All  the  work  leading  to  a  master's 
degree  in  a  dozen  areas  can  be 
completed  at  this  campus.

Computer  students  complain 

To  the  editors: 

We,  the  evening  students  at  Purdue  University  Calumet  Campus, 
who  are  taking  courses  in  computer  technology,  believe  we  are  being 
treated  unfairly. 

Most  of  us  have  paid  lab  fees  for  lab  time  which  have  now  been  cut  in 
half.  With  this  schedule  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  meet  the  deadlines 
that  are  set  by  teachers  for  program  due  dates. 

We  are  coming  to  night  classes  because  we  cannot  schedule  day 
classes  due  to  our  work  schedules.  These  work  schedules  also  make  it 
impossible  for  us  to  come  to  Purdue  during  the  day  in  order  to  run  jobs 
on  the  computer.  Also  we  shouldn't  have  to  make  arrangements  as  we 
should  have  lab  time  scheduled  for  us  during  the  evening. 

We  are  told  to  leave  our  programs  overnight  and  they  will  be  run 
during  the  day  and  can  be  picked  up  the  next  evening.  Many  of  us  have 
done  this  before,  only  to  find  our  programs  missing  and  much  work 
ahead  of  us  to  redo  our  program. 

We  also  feel  that  jobs  submitted  during  our  lab  time  but  not  executed 
by  the  end  of  the  lab  should  not  be  discarded  as  it  is  not  our  fault  if 
turnaround  time  is  longer  than  it  should  be. 

We  also  feel  that  because  we  are  working  it  is  being  taken  for 
granted  that  we  can  use  the  computer  systems  at  work  to  run  our  jobs. 
If  this  is  the  case,  it  is  mistaken  for  many  of  us  have  jobs  that  have 
nothing  to  do  with  computer  systems  and  many  of  fhe  companies  we 
work  for  don't  even  have  computer  systems.

Equal  rights — for  men 

To  the  editors: 

This  statement  may  surprise  you,  but  men  have  a  lot  more  to  gain 
from  the  ratification  of  the  Equal  Rights  Amendment  than  women  do. 
E.R.A.  would  end  much  of  the  present  day  unfair  discrimination 
against  men.  For  example,  in  case  of  war  women  would  have  to  be 
drafted  and  placed  in  front  line  combat  units  with  the  men.  Doing  it 
any  other  way  would  be  using  the  law  to  be  discriminatory  against 
men.  If  women  can  work  as  policewomen  and  do  dangerous  patrol 
work,  then  they  are  capable  of  fighting  and  killing  in  time  of  war.  I 
would  rather  have  some  female  instead  of  me  in  the  foxholes  and  the 
jungle.  Remember,  men,  every  girl  in  the  army  means  one  guy  can 
stay  home.  Some  of  you  may  consider  this  argument  moot,  because 
there  is  no  war  and  no  draft.  In  response,  I  point  out  that  W.W.I  was 
called  the  war  to  end  all  wars,  and  we  have  had  three  more  since  then. 

Another  gross  area  of  misjustice  against  men  is  the  divorce  laws.  In 
financial  settlements,  the  judge  tends  to  be  liberal  in  giving  to  the  wife 
what  the  husband  spent  many  long  years  in  accumulating.  When 
was  the  last  time  you  ever  heard  of  a  husband  collecting  ali¬ 
mony  from  his  wife?  Inmanystates  itiseven  illegal  fora  man  to  collect 
alimony  but,  you  had  better  believe  it  is  legal  the  other  way  around. 

I  think  the  divorced  woman  without  pre-school  children  should  get 
out  of  the  house  and  support  herself.  Worse,  the  court  will  nearly 
always  award  custody  of  the  children  to  the  woman,  even  in  some 
cases  where  she  is  a  drug  addict,  lesbian,  or  prostitute. 

What  do  women  have  to  gain  from  the  ratification  of  E.R.A.? 
Frankly  very  little.  I  believe  that  one  reason  that  so  many  women  are 
.so  vehement  in  their  support  of  E.R.A.  is  that  they  are  under  the 
impression  that  it  has  something  to  do  with  equal  pay  and  equal  job 
opportunities.  E.R.A.  has  absolutely  nothing  to  do  with  these  goals. 
Women  are  already  guaranteed  these  rights  under  the  1964  Civil 
Rights  Act.  However,  it  has  only  been  the  last  few  years  that  the 
government  has  been  enforcing  this  law. 

Women  will  make  some  gains  with  E.R.A.,  there  will  be  some 
protective  state  laws  voided.  For  example,  some  laws  discriminate 
against  women  in  credit  and  others  prohibit  women  from  working 
more  than  10  hours  a  day.  Another  state  keeps  women  from  working  in 
any  job  where  they  must  lift  over  fifteen  pounds.  These  laws  are  unfair 
and  should  be  done  away  with. 

I  urge  all  men,  chauvinist  and  non-chauvinist,  to  write  their  state 
r.ngressmen.  Let  us  get  this  vital  amendment  to  the  constitution 
passed  before  the  woman  liberationists  discover  what  they  have  been 
supporting  all  these  years.

PUCC  administrators  lose  out 


Executive  Memorandum  No.  B-17,  dated  February  17,  1975  points 
jut  clearly  and  convincingly,  my  opposition  to  the  present  vacation 
policy  which  governs  staft  members  classified  as  administrative, 
supervisory  and  professional  assistant. 

Fiscal-year  staff  classified  as  faculty  are  granted  a  vacation 
allowance  of  22  days  each  completed  fiscal  year  of  service. 

Fiscal-year  staff  classified  as  management  or  professional  are  also 
granted  22  days  of  vacation  each  year . 

Staff  members  classified  as  Administrative  are  granted  10  vacation 
days  after  completion  of  the  first  year;  fifteen  (15)  days  of  vacation 
after  completion  of  the  second  year;  and  twenty-two  (22)  days  only 
after  completion  of  the  third  year. 

Administrative  staff  vacation  days  are  in  effect,  determined  on  a 
graduated  scale  for  3  years,  at  which  time  they  become  supposedly, 
equal  to  faculty,  management,  and  professional  vacation  days  at  the 
rate  of  22  days  per  year. 

Face  it,  administrative  staff  works  more  hours,  is  under  more 
pressure,  has  no  tenure,  makes  more  crucial  decisions,  thus,  does 
more  to  keep  the  "Ship  Afloat"  than  the  people  who  enjoy  the  greatest 
benefits.  Let's  face  it.  There  are  six  (6)  Key  entitles  necessary  for  the 
operation  of  an  educational  institution.  They  are: 

Students,  faculty,  clerical,  service,  administrative,  and  adjunct 
services. 

All  are  important  in  the  efficient  operation  of  a  multiversity.  Why 
should  any  of  these  important  components  be  treated  negatively, 
differently?

'Young  Frankenstein'  is  typical  Brooks

When  Mel  Brooks  made 
"Blazing  Saddles,"  he  created 
the  perfect  parody  of  a  Hollywood 
western.  Brooks,  apparently  not 
content  with  ribbing  just  one 
movie  stereotype,  has  taken  on 
the  monster  in  Y.oung 
Frankenstein,  and  the  result  is  an 
even  more  perfect  parody.  The 
laughs  that  come  out  of  "Young 
Frankenstein"  are  not  as 
hilarious  and  obnoxious  as  the 
previous  film,  but  are  done  with 
more  class  and  style. 

"Young  Frankenstein",  like 
most  of  Mel  Brooks'  other 
comedies  (Saddles,  The 
Producers),  has  Gene  Wilder  who 
portrays  a  modern  day 
descendent  of  Dr.  Frankenstein, 
who  is  in  pursuit  of  his  grand¬ 
fathers  secrets  of  life  after  death. 
Igor.with  a  hump  that  keeps 
shifting  from  one  side  of  his  back 
to  the  other,  is  played  by  English 
comedian  Marty  Feldman. 


Feldman  is  probably  the  ugliest 
person  on  the  face  of  the  earth,  or 
as  Steve  Allen  said  to  Feldman, 
"Look  at  it  this  way."  Peter 
Boyle  gives  a  first  rate  per¬ 
formance  as  the  monster  himself, 
with  appropriate  growling  and 
also  with  a  zipper  in  his  neck.  The 
three  other  main  characters  are 
played  by  Madeline  Kahn,  of 
"Blazing  Saddles"  fame,  Cloris 
Leachman,  and  Terry  Garr. 

The  plot  that  Brooks  utilizes  is 
basically  the  same  one  directors 
have  been  using  for  forty  year- 
s... Doctor  becomes  obsessed  with 
the  idea  of  creating  life,  and  is 
eventually  destroyed  by  it. ..or 
something  like  that.  Wilder,  yvith 
his  hair  looking  as  if  he  had  just 
gotten  the  chair,  gives  a  mar¬ 
velous  performance,  as  does 
everyone  else  in  "Young 
Frankenstein"..

The  film,  as  I  am  sure  you 
already  know,  is  filmed  in  black 
and  white,  which  is  just  another 
touch  that  adds  to  its  perfection. 
Even  though  the  jokes  aren't  as 
fast  and  hard  as  they  were  in 
"Blazing  Saddles, "this  will  be 
the  funniest  thing  on  celluloid 
until  the  next  Woody  Allen  thing 
rolls  around.

Co-op  programs  for  students 


The  School  of  Basic  and  Ap 
plied  Sciences  at  Purdue 
University  Calumet  Campus  is 
investigating  the  feasibility  of 
offering  Cooperative  Education 
(Co-op)  Programs.  These 
programs  would  be  available  to 
students  in  both  two  and  four 
year  majors.  We  have  contacted 
a  sample  group  of  prospective 
employer  organizations  in  the 
Calumet  area,  and  are  now  in¬ 
terested  in  student  reaction  to  the 
idea. 

Accordingly,  we  have  listed 
below  some  of  the  most 
frequently  asked  questions 
regarding  the  program  and  are 
soliciting  your  response  if  you  are 
interested  in  participating. 

What  is  a  Cooperative 
Education  Program? 

It  is  a  plan  of  integrated 
classroom  studies  and  related 
work  experiences.  Employment 
is  with  industries,  business,  and 
government  agencies.  The 
employment  is  an  essential 
element  in  the  educational 
process  and  is  related  to  the 
student's  major  field  of  study. 

What  is  the  Purpose  of  the  Co¬ 
op  Plan? 

The  main  objective  of  the  Co¬ 
op  Plan  is  to  provide  the  student 
with  the  opportunity  to  develop 


into  a  more  mature,  capable 
graduate.  This  is  done  by 
diversified  work  experienced 
paralleling  his  university 
studies. 

The  Co-op  student  and  the 
regular  student  have  exactly  the 
same  graduation  requirements 
for  their  degree;  however  the  Co 
op  student  generally  spends  an 
additional  year  to  complete  the 
degree  requirements. 

What  are  the  Potential  Ad¬ 
vantages  of  the  Co-op  Plan  to  the 
Student? 

The  student: 

1.  Finds  out  what  his  chosen 
vocation  is  all  about. 

2.  Has  two  years  of  related 
work  experience 

3.  Meets  professionals  in  his 
own  field 

4.  Makes  wise  choices  for 
elective  courses 

5.  Completes  a  company 
orientation  and  training 
program. 

6.  Earns  while  he  learns,  (e.g., 
from  $14,000  to  $18,000  for  B.S., 
engineering  students). 

7.  Usually  enjoys  a  higher 
starting  salary  at  graduation. 

8.  Acquires  maturity  from 
work  experience-the  key  to  the 
Co-op  plan. 


Can  a  Co-op  Student  Take 
Course  Work  During  Work 
Periods? 

Many  Co  op  students  attend 
night  school  and  earn  credits 
toward  their  degree.  For  in¬ 
stance,  for  baccalaureate 
students,  this  allows  them  to  take 
additional  electives  after  their 
Junior  year,  or  graduate  in  less 
than  five  years,  or  take  500-  level 
courses  for  an  advanced  degree 
before  they  graduate. 

Who  is  Eligible  for  Co-op? 

This  question  has  not  been  fully 
resolved  yet,  and  grade  index 
criteria  will  probably  be  left  to 
the  discretion  of  the  individual 
department;  however,  a  grade 
index  of  at  least  4.00  will  be  the 
minimum  prerequisite. 

If  the  Co-op  program  were 
introduced,  it  would  always  be 
voluntary.  Students  accepted  for 
the  program  must  maintain 
satisfactory  academic  and 
employment  records.

The  course  will  meet  locally 


June  9-10  from  7  10  p.m.  before  a 
"deluxe-type"  bus  departs  the 
campus  June  11  for  Gettysburg 
battlefield.  It  will  return  June  21. 

The  cost  for  Indiana  residents 
is  $420;  non-residents,  $495.  The 
price  includes  double  occupancy, 
tuition,  tickets,  transportation, 
and  "three  square  meals  a  day".

PUCC  ends  disastrous  year 
with  two  more  league  losses

The  Purdue  Calumet  Pipers 
concluded  their  1974-75  college 
basketball  season  with  losses  to 
Northeastern  Illinois  and  Trinity 
Christian  and  finished  winless  in 
the  Chicagoland  Collegiate 
Basketball  Conference.  The 
Pipers  also  ended  play  with  an  1 1 
game  losing  streak  and  a  string 
of  22  league  setbacks  dating  back 
to  Jan.  1974. 

Steve  Kidd  scored  35  points  and 
four  teammates  also  reached 
double  figures  as  Northeastern 
demolished  Purdue  Cal  113-57  in 
the  Pipers  next-to-last  game  on 
Feb.  19.  Kidd  hit  16  of  23  from  the 
floor  and  collected  three  free 
throws  to  lead  all  scorers. 

The  Golden  Eagles  jumped  to  a 
17-4  lead  in  the  first  six  minutes 
and  were  ahead  by  20,  31-11,  with 
10:52  remaining  in  the  opening 
half. 


The  Pipers  cut  the  deficit  to  14, 
45-31,  but  were  then  outscored  13- 
4  and  trailed  58-35  at  halftime. 

Northeastern  scored  24  of  the 
first  26  points  in  the  final  half  for 
an  82-37  lead.  The  Eagles  later 
cracked  the  century  mark,  100-45, 
with  4:09  to  go. 

In  PUCC's  season  finale  on 
Feb.  22,  Steve  Systma  hit  a  short 
jump  shot  with  13  seconds  left  to 
give  Trinity  Christian  a  thrilling 
68-67  victory  over  the  Pipers  in 
Palos  Heights,  Illinois. 

It  was  the  final  game  for  Piper 
head  coach  Dick  Hunt,  who 
earlier  this  year  announced  his 
resignation,  effective  after  the 
season. 

Jerry  Obion  fired-in  two 
baskets  to  give  Purdue  Cal  a  65-54 
lead  with  3:24  left  but  Bob 
Huisman  hit  a  pair  of  free  throws 
to  put  Trinity  ahead.  Obion  then 
countered  with  a  jump  shot  for  a 


67-66  Piper  advantage  with  32 
seconds  to  go. 

Trinity  called  time  and  went  to 
Systma,  who  canned  a  seven 
footer  from  the  right  baseline  to 
win  it. 

Purdue  Cal  had  led  by  as  much 
as  12,  41-29  with  5:04  left  in  the 
first  half  before  the  hosts  pulled 
to  within  43-37  at  halftime. 

Trinity  tied  it  at  51-51  with  12:58 
remaining  and  went  ahead  63-61 
before  the  Pipers  moved  on  top. 

Systma  and  Huisman 
combined  for  52  points  and  hit  29 
of  their  team's  31  points  in  the 
final  half.  Systma  scored  33 
points  to  top  all  scorers  while 
Huisman  added  19. 

Jeff  Tuley  paced  PUCC  with  22 
and  teammate  Jerry  Obion 
collected  19. 

Trinity  finished  the  season  with 
a  17-11  mark  while  Purdue  Cal 
dropped  to  3-20.

challenged  the  National 
Collegiate  Athletic  Association' 
(NCAA)  "1.6  rule"  which 
prohibited  students  with  less  than 
1.6  grade  average  from  engaging 
in  NCAA  sponsored  competition. 

The  5th  US  Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals,  in  ruling  against  the 
athletes,  said  no  "property"  or 
"liberty"  interests  were  violated 
because  of  the  1.6  rule  and  that 


constitutional  due  process  of¬ 
fered  the  students  no  protection. 

In  a  preliminary  issue  the  court 
found  that  the  NCAA  operates  as 
a  quasi-governmental  body  and 
was  consequently  liable  to 
federal  civil  rights  suits,  even 
though  the  court  found  no 
deprivation  of  the  student's  civil 
rights  in  this  instace.
